Tue opening of the first submarine 
telephone cable occurred lately.

Lritisn enterprise having been de- 
lirhted with Egyptian cats, is now 
turning its attention to the crocodile 
pets in Maabetch, where there isa rich 
mine of nitrates of immenseextent. The 
erocodiles are laid like sardines ina 
box, with palm leaves between. them, 
the interstices being filled up with 
myriads of eggs. The crocodiles are 
done up in bundles, covered with cloth. 
It is believed. that beyond these are 
vaults containing mummied crocodiles, 
and in which vast treasures are stored. 

THERE are companies in Paris which 
deal in compressed air for motive 
power, and to one of these companies 
has been awarded a contract for street 
lighting on @ novel plan. The .com- 
pany distributes power through its con- 
densed air system to a vast number of 
small dynamos, cach of which furnishes 
current for a small numbcr of lamps. 
The electricity thus generated is free 
from danger, and the lighting perfect. 
The system has, moreover, the admir- 
able recommendation of extreme chceap- 
ness.

Tue black flag is a sign of piracy. 

To “sTRIKE the flag” is to lower the 
National colors in token of submission. 

Tue yellow flag shows a vesse! to be in 
quarantine or is the sign of a contagious 
disease. 

Dirprne the flag is lowering it slightly 
and then hoisting it again to salute a 
vessel or fort. 

A “FLAG of truce” is a white flag, dis- 
played to an enemy to indicate a desire 
for a parley or consultation. 

A FLAG at half-mast means mourning. 
Fishing and other vessels return with a 
flag at half-mast to announce the loss or 
death of some of them. 

FLAGS are used as the symbol of rank 
and command, the officers using them 
beingcalled flag officers. Such flags are 
square, to distinguish them from other 
banners. ° 

Ir the President of the United States 
goes afloat the American flag is carried 
in the bows of his barge or hoisted at 
the main of the vessel on board of which 
he is. 

Tue red flag is @ Sign of defiance and 
is often used by revolutionists. In our 
service it is a mark of danger and shows 
a vessel to be receiving or discharging 
her powder. | 3 

Tse white fag is a sign of peace. 
After a battle parties from both sides 
often go out to the field to rescue the 
wounded or bury the dead under the pro- 


tection of a white flag.
